Continuation of 3. NOTE: Regarding claim 2, deletion of claimed limitation "thermioic emitters" raises new issues that would require 
further consideration and/or search. 

Regarding claims 3 and 31, the applicant argues Mihara does not teach "a plurality of detector element of one of more sizes" but Mihara 
clearly teaches a detector having large number of detectors which consider at least having one size. Accordingly the claim is still 
rejected. 

Regarding claims 4 and 31, "at least two" raises new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. 
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
